A traditional way to avoid trouble is to “head 
for the woods.” Unfortunately, we are again enter¬ 
ing that season when the woods are just about the 
worst place for which to head. 

The fall hunting season is again flooding the country 
side with trigger-happy amateurs, armed with deadly 
firearms and literally out for blood. Judging by the 
record some of the blood could be yours or mine. 

It’s pretty well the same story all over. Across the 
line in the small state of Oregon last year, no less 
than 81 people were shot. . . and 12 of these were 
shot dead. As a result of such slaughter Oregon law 
now demands that it is unlawful for any person un¬ 
der a certain age to hunt without first obtaining and 
carrying a certificate of competence to prove that he 
has taken a course in instruction in the use of fire¬ 
arms. 

The Oregon idea has been picked up by the Al¬ 
berta Fish and Game Association, an organization 
that by its very nature understandably comes into 
difference of opinion with farmers. However, the res¬ 
ponsible elements among them have risen to the 
challenge by offering to administer similar courses 
throughout the province. 

This is not a completely unselfish gesture, for 
whose business is this if not their own. It is their 
pastime, and they should rightly make the greatest 
contribution to its maintenance. They are just indic¬ 
ating a willingness to accept the responsibilities that 
go with the privileges. 

The Province has so far declined to accept the 
offer .But not the least of its merit lies in the fact 
that the Fish and Game Association offers the ser¬ 
vices of its 100-odd affiliated branches, rather than 
just asking the government to expand into another 
costly department. That in itself is refreshing. A 
spot check inspection could ensure that high stand¬ 
ards are maintained.
